SITUATION 

(Slide 1) Case vehicle (A) was traveling in the inside westbound lane of a straight section of a 
wet asphalt, five-lane roadway, with a speed limit of 56 kph (35 mph). Vehicle (B) was traveling 
in the inside eastbound lane, coming off a shallow down grade. (Slide 2) For an unknown 
reason, vehicle (B) began to fishtail and entered a counterclockwise yaw. Vehicle (B) crossed 
through the center left-turn lane and struck case vehicle (A) on the left side with its front end. 
The impact reportedly caused case vehicle (A) to enter a counterclockwise yaw and cross the 
outside westbound lane before it came to rest facing south, straddling a private drive and the 
outside westbound lane. Vehicle (B) reportedly continued in a yaw across both westbound lanes 
and came to rest on the north side of the road facing south. 

GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH SEVERITIES 

(Slide 3) Damage to case vehicle (A) was moderate. The direct-damage length was 283 cm and 
began at the left fender just forward of the wheel well, and ended 23-cm forward of the rear axle. 
The maximum crush was 6-cm and occurred in the center of the left door. The left wheelbase 
was reduced 2 cm and the right wheelbase was unchanged. 

Using the WinSMASH accident-reconstruction program and (slides 4, 5, 6, 7) c-values for case 
vehicle (A), the following impact severity was calculated.

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

(Slides 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13) The left fender, left door and side window, and left quarter panel 
were damaged by direct contact. The left lower A and B -pillars were damaged but not separated, 
and the left door remained closed and operational. The left-front wheel was dented and marked 
by red paint deposits from vehicle (B). The left rear wheel was crushed longitudinally by direct 
contact. The hood and hood latch were not damaged. The rear edge of the hood was not 
elevated, and it did not contact the windshield. 

Interior 

(Slides 14, 15, 16, 17, 18) This vehicle was equipped with both steering-wheel and passenger 
frontal-impact airbags, which deployed during the side impact. (Slides 19, 20, 21, 22) No 
damage was noted to the airbag module doors/flaps. (Slide 23) The steering-wheel rim was not 
deformed. (Slides 24, 25, 26, 27, 28) The windshield was damaged by the passenger-frontal- 
impact airbag cover. The left-door armrest was intruded 2 cm to the right. No other interior 
damage or intrusions were noted. 

OCCUPANT INJURIES AND KINEMATICS 

The 5-ft in, 143-lb, 26-year-old female driver (slide 29) was reportedly wearing the available 
three-point belt, and the steering-wheel airbag deployed. She reportedly had her hands at the 9 
and 3 o'clock position on the steering-wheel, and the seat positioned at about the middle of the 
track length. 

On impact, she moved to the left and forward relative to the vehicle interior. She sustained 
abrasions to the right and left medial forearms from contact by the deploying airbag. She also 
sustained strains to the neck and lower back, probably from impact forces. (Slides 30, 31, 32, 33, 
34, 35) A scuff-mark was noted to the armrest, but no injury was reported that could be 
associated with it. No other contact points were identified on the interior door panel, driver knee 
bolster, the roof siderail, or the A-pillar. 

The 2-ft, 9-in, 35-lb, 4-year-old female left-rear passenger (slide 36) was reportedly wearing the 
available three-point belt. On impact, she moved to the left and forward relative to the vehicle 
interior. No injuries were reported for this occupant.
